T his picturesque w aterw ay— famed 
fa r and w ide for its scen ic beauty— 
rises In the Allegheny m ountains and 
flows ’cross-country In a southeasterly 
dlrec'tlon for some 450 m iles to the 
C hesapeake bay. 
On the wuy It oblig­ 
ingly acts as boundary line between 
M aryland and W est Virginia and also 
betw een Maryland and Virginia.

m ountain, drops 90 feet in a series of 
fa lls near W ashington, m eets tide wa­ 
ter at Georgetown. D. C., ls navigable 
from W ashington to the bay but la 
not a heavy traffic « arrler. and below 
W ashington becomes nn estuary vary­ 
ing In width from two and one-lm lf to 
•even m iles and ranging from tw«'nty- 
flve to two-hundred feet In depth. 
Its geographic location ls so strat­ 
egically Important that It has been re­ 
peatedly bathed In w ar and blood. 
In the early days it w as the battle­ 
ground of savage tribes. 
Then cam e 
encounters between early w hite set­ 
tlers and the Indians. 
Many tragic 
battles of the R evolutionary war were 
fought In this region. 
Finally, when 
the Civil war broke out, It became a 
skirm ish line from practically «me end 
to the other, between the Union and 
the Confederate forces.

P rior to the establishment of 
the 


Commission, 
organized

had been 


argely confined to the work of 
two 


lgencies. the State 
School 
for 
the 


Blind, both located in St. Louis. The 
School for the Blind neiessarily con­ 
fined its work to the elucation of the 
vouthful 
blnid. 
The 
Association, 
rounded in 1911 by 
public 
spiritel 
citizens of St, Louis, had for its pri­ 
mary objects the industrial training 
of the blind and 
the 
prevention 
of 
blindness. 
Effective as were 
both 
>f these agencies, by 1915 it had be­ 
come evident th a t if adequate m eas­ 
ures in all phases of the work were 
to be taken. S tate aid was necessary. 
The Commission for the Blind 
was 
therefore established 
by 
the 
48th 
General Assembly. 
The scope of the work of the Com­ 
mission is wide and varied. 
Its du­ 
ties fall under five heads: 
(1) Com­ 
pilation of an accurate blind census 
• f the State and statistics of causes 
of blindness; (2) prevention and cure 
>f blindness; (3) industrial training 
for the blind; (4) promotion of 
em ­ 
ployment for the blind, and aid to 
blind persons engaged in home 
in­ 
dustries; (5) adm inistration of 
the 
blind pension law. 
Am ong the Commission’s first 
ac­ 
tivities was 
the 
establishm ent 
of 
work shops for the blind. 
The work 
shop of the Missouri Association foi 
the blind in St. Louis was taken over 
by the Commission, and its activity 
was greatly extended. 
Here, 
blind 
men taught broom, 
brush 
and mop 
making, and are enabled 
to become 
self-supporting. 
Sim ilar shops 
are 
maintained 
a t 
Kansas 
City 
and 
•Jefferson City. The Kansas City shop 
m anufactures brooms, while the Jeff­ 
erson City shop specializes in w eav­ 
ing. 
Small 
rooms 
at 
St. 
.Joseph. 
Springfield, and Joplin are also p a r­ 
tially supported by the Commission. 
The women’s home work departm ent 
furnishes sewing to blind women 
in 
their homes, the Commission supply­ 
ing the m aterial and paying for 
the 
work. 
The articles made me 
ed of at sales held in large 
d e p a rt­ 
ment stores in St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Springfield, 
One of the most im portant features 
of the work carried on by the Com ­ 
mission is the compilation of an ac­ 
curate census of blind persons. The 
need of such a register became obvi­ 
ous when the Commission was c h a rg ­ 
ed with the duty of adm inistering the 
blind pension law, first 
enacted 
in 
1921 and later modified by the act of 
1923. 
A field secretary and a s ta tis ­ 
tician are regularly employed and the 
results obtained in bringing the Com­ 
mission in contact with the blind has 
proved the immense value of its cen­ 
sus and statistical work, not only 
in 
the adm inistration of the blind pen­ 
sion work but in all other 
fields 
of 
its activity. 
Perhaps the most far-reaching and 
encouraging work of the Commission 
is its program for the prevention and 
cure of blindness. 
Numbers of w ork­ 
ers have been sent over the S tate 
to 
make surveys, give lectures, lantern 
slide dem onstrations, and to 
o th e r­ 
wise place before the public the need 
and methods «.f prevention of blind­ 
ness. 
The Commission has under its 
direction more than 100 oculists who 
co-operate to 
prevent 
and 
relieve 
blindness as well 
as 
examine hun­ 
dreds of Idind persons for 
pensions. 
The Commission supplies m any pairs 
of glasses without 
cost, 
furnishes 
medical 
and 
surgical 
attention to 
blind persons and 
frequently 
bears 
transportation costs to points where 
this service may be had. 
D uring the 
past biennium the rural counties of 
the State have been 
organized 
into 
groups of thre and clinics for diag­ 
nosing all eye cases have been 
held 
in each district. 
AH cases requiring 
surgical and medical treatm en t 
for 
the restoration 
or conservation 
of 
sight are prom ptly treated. 
One notable 
case 
will 
serve 
to 
show the invaluable service the Com­ 
mission renders the State. 
In May, 
1926, a family of five persons, 
all 
blind or partially blind from congen­ 
ital cataracts, were discovered by the 
Commission’s field 
worker. 
O p era­ 
tions which restored the sight of four 
of the family were arranged and paid 
for by the Commission. 
The rem ain­ 
ing case was cured by treatm en t giv­ 
en by one of the Commission’s ocu­ 
lists. 
Here were five persons who, if 
neglected, would have been condem n­ 
ed to the torture nad discouragem ent 
of hopeless blindness, to say nothing 
of the burden of $1500 annually paid 
in pensions by the 
State. 
All 
had 
their 
sight 
restored. 
More 
could 
scarcely be said of the hum anity and 
the economy of the work of M issou­ 
ri’s Commission for the Blind.

R esistances Vary 
With Tem perature f 


Why Certain Length of Wire 
Will Show Variation as 
Current Flows. 
--------------- 
Many fan# cannot understand how 
an all wire-wound resistance can vary 
with temperature. They do not grasp 
how a certain length of wire possess­ 
ing a known value of resistance will 
show a variation while current is flow­ 
ing through the wlie. 
To comprehend this phenomena cer­ 
tain actions must he visualized. The 
first is the moleculat construction of 
tiie wire, 
it is not necessary that one 
know the exact position of the mole­ 
cules— simply 
Imagine 
any 
definite 
structure. 
Now, this formution of molecules re­ 
sults In the wire possessing a certain 
value of resistance per inch, foot or 
mile of wire. If tiie molecular struc­ 
ture of the wire ts altered, ilie resist 
ance for that Inch, foot or mile of wire 
Is changed. The more the structure Is 
varied, tiie greater the change In re­ 
sistance. When current is caused to 
pass through wire the action of the 
current is to heat the wire, the heat 
generated being dependant upon tbe 
amount of current flow. The action of 
the current not only heats the wire, 
but, In heating it, it changes tiie mole­ 
cular formation with the result that 
the resistance of the wire changes. 
It must be understood, however, that 
the molecular structure is not always 
altered by the heat generated in the 
wire. That is tiie elements comprising 
the wire may have such molecular for­ 
mation that within certain limits of 
heat, these formations will not change 
appreciably, with the result that the 
resistance of the wire does not change 
with increase in. temperature. Such a 
wire is said to possess negligible tem­ 
perature coefficient and the resistance 
remains practically constant over a 
certain range of applied watts. Such 
resistances are best suited in battery 
eliminators and .electrified receivers 
where constant resistance Is necessary 
under various loads. 


Volume Control Now 
Must Have Attention 
Times change. 
Several years ago 
the main tiling was how to obtain vol­ 
ume. irrespective of tone quality. To­ 
day most sets are capable of producing 
more than ample volume, so that the 
main aim Is to cut down the volume 
w lien desired, without sacrificing tone 
quality. 
The values of inductances are usual­ 
ly quite critical, so that any change In 
tiie inductance of one circuit may un 
balance tiie receiver and result In dis 
tort I on. For this reason, therefore, the 
volume control should he of the non 
inductive type, so 1 licit there will he 
no change in inductance value as the 
result of a change in reHstance. 
The cardinal principle in controlling 
loud-speaker volume, aside from the 
u«e of a noninductive resistance, is to 
begin as soon as possible In the re­ 
ceiving process. In other words, the 
nearer the antenna end that the con­ 
trol is put into effect, the better the 
results atid the simpler tiie control, 
and vice-versa, the nearer the loud 
speaker end, the more energy must be 
handled by the variable resistance and 
the more likelihood of distortion. 
The simplest volume control is a 
variable high resistance in the anten­ 
na lead, which serves to cut down the 
signal energy, and Is of real value, 
especially when intercepting powerful 
local stations. Sometimes the variable 
high resistance ma> he shunted across 
the antenna and ground binding posts 
of the set. At any rate, with a suit 
aide 
noninductive variable 
resister, 
such as tbe standard type cl a r os tat or 
tiie clarostat volume control, a simple 
and undistorted volume control Is ob­ 
tained for any receiver. The resistance 
range must be from practically sero to 
several million ohms In the case of the 
resistor placed in the antenna lead, 
which appears to Ik* the better of the 
two arrangements. 


Determining Polarity 
Expl ained by Engineers 
Two simple methods of determining 
battery or power supply polarity are 
given by Fade radio engineers.

sis and bubbles will rise from the nog 
atlve wire.

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FEEDING WORK 
TEAM IN WINTER 


Moderate feeding of work horses In 
winter, always accompanied by moder 
ate daily exercise, will bring a team 
through the idle season in shape to 
tackle good spring work providing 
they are grained well when put to 
their tasks. 
Azoturia, which Is a strange disease 
that is largely caused by periods of 
Idleness mixed with periods of work, 
is something moderate exercise and 
reasonable winter care will overcome 
or prevent. 
Heavy work teams kept 
sfiibles when they should 
have 
open-air oxeirNe daily are sometimes 
subject to this trouble. 
When alfalfa meadows are avail 
able, the late fall growth may he uti­ 
lized by horses without damaging the 
seeding and greatly reducing tlie cost 
( 
wintering them. 
Work horses in recent tests have 
been fed a ration of alfalfa hay and 
shredded corn fodder in early winter 
later getting some six to eight pounds 
of ear corn daily so as to prevent 
them going off too greatly In flesh be 
fore spring. 
It was reckoned that with alfalfa 
bay at $16 a ton and shredded corn 
fodder at $7 a ton. the daily rations 
Lt the early winter did not cost more 
than about 9 cents a day per head 
They ate about 8 pounds of alfalfa 
and probably about 6 pounds of corn 
fodder as a daily average. Then when 
the shelled corn was added to improve 
their condition the ration cost all the 
way from 18 to 20 cents per head 
daily. 
From the middle of December until 
February 15 or so, 
the ho rses lo st 
about a pound or more daily on this 
cheap ration. 
Edmonds ird Crawford, at the Illi­ 
nois 
experiment 
station, 
have had 
y >od results In feeding growing draft 
fillies by using in tlie first winter 
shea* oats and alfalfa hay with rtulf 
an ordinary ration of oats and bran 
The roughage was fed in proportion 
of one part shenf oats to two parts 
alfalfa. Three pounds o. oats to one 
pound of bran was the grain ration. 


Pro fitable Ho g Needs 
Go o d, Suitable Ratio n 
The pro fitable ho g is the o ne that 
eats the mo st. 
It takes abo ut o ne- 
eighth o f a full ratio n (by this is 
meant giv ing the hog all it will eat) 
If maintain the 
hog’s body. 
Then if 
you fed only enough to maintain the 
hog’s body, you could feed a 100- 
pound hog a whole year and it would 
still weigh 100 pounds and you would 
he out your feed for nothing 
To illus­ 
trate this, suppose that on account of 
feed being high you feed only two 
pounds of feed per day. A full ration 
Is four per cent of the live weight 
The average weight from 100 to 200 
pounds is 150 pounds. 
Four per cent 
c 150 is six pounds—one-eighth of 
six 
Is three-quarters pound—the amount 
required 
for 
maintaining 
the 
hog. 
Then, If you feed only two pounds per 
day you only have H i pounds t«* make 
gain 
If you are feeding a balanced 
ration e\ iv three pounds of feed 
above that required 'or maintenance 
will make a pound of gain. 
Divide 
the I 1! pounds by Hire* and you see 
that you can 
get 
only five-twelfths 
pounds of gain per day when feeding 
two pounds of feed 
per day. Then 246 
days will be n quired to make the hog 
gain TOO pounds. You are feeding two 
pounds per day—two times °40 equals 
4 8 0 pounds 
Hence 
it took 48 0 pounds 
of feed to make 10<> pounds of gain.

o THE west o f the beautiful city 
o f Riv erside in so uthern Cali­ 
fo rnia, in the v alley o f the Santa Ana 
riv er, stands a little mo untain named 
Mo unt Rlhido ux , in perpetual com 
melio ratio n o f the name o f the first 
white settler in these parts.

FEDERAL BOTANIST TAKES IT 
SEARCH FOR FRANKLIN TREE 


The Franklin tree, a rare and beau­ 
tiful flowering shrub or small 
tree 
of the Camellia family, was named by 
its discoverer in honor of “that 
pa­ 
tron of sccienee and truly great and 
distinguished character, Dr. Benjam­ 
in Franklin”. 
It was found growing 
wild in the vicinity of Fort Barring­ 
ton, Ga., has 
never 
been 
reported 
elsewhere, 
and 
has 
apparently not 
I been seen there since 17 90. 
Dr. Kd- 
[gai T. Wherry, of the United States 
j Department of Agriculture, has scout- 
j <•<i D r it and believes that the remain- 
j ing wild plants 
probably 
were 
de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
Other colonies 
may 
exist, hidden away 
in 
the southern 
pine barrens, hut search for them has 
thu> far been unrewarded. 
\ peculiarity of the plant 
which 
has restricted its successful cultiva­ 
tion. as determined by Dr. F. Y. Co- 
ville. of the Bureau of Plant Indus­ 
try, in his experiments with 
blueber 
ries and other acid soil plants, is that 
) 
it thrives only in acid soil, and acid 
soil is the exception in gardens. Will­ 
iam Barttam, who was with his fath- 
•r, .John Bat t ram, when the plant was 
discovered in 
17 65, 
later 
gathered 
some seeds and planted them in 
his 
garden in Philadelphia. 
Only a sin­ 
gle seedling, 
one 
which 
had been 
transplanted to an acid corner, sur­ 
vived. 
This grew into 
a good-sized 
tree and, multiplied by cuttings, 
is 
the source of all the Franklin trees 
; Doctor Wherry has been able to lo- 
jeate. 
When self-polinated this spec­ 
ies rarely, it ever, produces seeds that 
S yield plants vigorous enough to grow 
| to maturity. 
There are, however rec­ 
ords showing that another eighteenth 


J century botanist, M. Marshall, 
col­ 
lected the plant. 
He sent 
some 
to 
Furope and may also have propagat­ 
ed it in the 
United 
States. 
Doctor 
Wherry is accordingly searching for 
a descendant 
of 
another 
ancestral 


Franklin tree it the hope that cross­ 
pollination 
and production of a quan­ 
tity of seedlings 
may 
then 
become 
possible, so that the perpetuation of 
this interesting shrub may he more 
certain and its 
use 
in 
horticulture 
more widespread. 
All reports of such 
plants received thus far have proved 
erroneous, oithi? the plant known to 
botnaists as Gordonia lasianthus or a 
species of Magnolia having been con­ 
fused with the Franklin tree.

Resistances Vary 
With Temperature 


i Why Certain Length of Wire 
Will Show Variation as 
Current Flows. 


Many fan« cannot understand how 
an all wire-wound resistance can vary 
with temperature. They do not grasp 
how a certain length of wire possess- 
j Ing a known value of resistance will 
show a variation while current Is flow­ 
ing through the wlie. 
i 
To comprehend I Ida phenomena cer- 
| tain actions must be visualised. The 
first Is the moleculat construction of 
the wire. 
It la not neee^ary that one 
know the exact position of the mole­ 
cules—simply 
Imagine 
any 
definite 
structure. 
Now, this formation of molecules re­ 
sults In the wire possessing a certain 
value of resistance per inch, foot or 
mile of wire. If the molecular struc­ 
ture of the wire ts altered, the resist 
ance for I hat Inch, foot or mile of wire 
Is changed. The more the structure Is 
varied, the greater the change In re­ 
sistance. 
When current is caused to 
pass through wire the action of the 
current Is to heat the wire, the heat 
generated being dependant upon the 
amount of current flow. The action of 
the current not only heats the wire, 
but, In heating It, it changes the mole­ 
cular formation with tlie result that 
the resistance of the wire changes. 
It must be understood, however, that 
the molecular structure is not always 
altered by the heat generated In the 
wire. That Is the elements comprising 
the wire may have such molecular for­ 
mation that within certain limits of 
heat, these formations will not change 
appreciably, with the result that the 
resistance of the wire does not change 
with Increase In. temperature. Such a 
wire la said to possess negligible tem­ 
perature coefficient and the resistance 
remains practically constant over a 
certain range of applied watts. Such 
resistances are best suited In battery 
eliminators and .electrified receivers 
where constant resistance Is necessary 
tinder various loads. 


Volume Control Now 
Must Have Attention 
Times change. 
Several years ago 
the main thing was how to ohtnln vol­ 
ume. Irrespective of tone quality. To­ 
day most sets are capable of producing 
more than ample \<»lume. so that the 
main aim Is to cut down the volume 
when desired, without sacrificing tone 
quality. 
The values of inductances are usual­ 
ly quite critical, so that any change In 
the Inductance of one circuit may un­ 
balance the receiver and result In dis 
tort Ion. For this reason, therefore, the 
volume control slmuM he of the non 
inductive type, 
that there will he 
no change in inductance value as the 
result of a change in resistance. 
The cardinal principle iu controlling 
loud-speaker volume, aside from the 
use of a noninduetive resistance, is to 
begin us soon as possible In the re­ 
c e iv in g process. 
In other words, the 
nearer tlie antenna end that the con­ 
trol Is put into effect, the hotter the 
results and the >implqr the control, 
and vice-versa, the nearer the loud 
‘■peaker end, the m ore energy must be 
handled by the variable resistance and 
the more likelihood o f distortion. 
The simplest 
volume control Is a 
variable high resistance in the anten­ 
na lead, which serves to cut down the 
signal energy, and is of real value, 
especially when intercepting powerful 
local stations. Sometimes the variable 
high resistance mav he shunted across 
the antenna and ground binding posts 
of the set. At any rate, with a suit 
able 
noninduetive 
variable 
reslster, 
such as the standard type d a ro sta t or 
the d aro sta t volume control, a simple 
and undistorted volume control Is ob­ 
tained for any receiver. The resistance 
range must be from practically tero to 
several million olnas in the case of the 
re-istor placed in the antenna lead, 
which appears to lie the better of the 
two arrangements

Feed 


It docs not look like k <>o<1 business— it is not g o o d business— to let Rood 
cron land loaf along producing: unprofitable low yields and at the same time 
pay a Ion# retail price for feed hauled hundreds of miles at high freight 
rates and carrying several middlemen's commissions.

If a soil is rich to begin with and if clover is grown every third year, 
supplementing manure with acid phosphate at an average rate of 
300 
pounds per crop acre every third year may suffice for a long time. Other­ 
wise that treatment 
will 
just about take care of the corn crop, leaving 
the small grain and hay to be otherwise fertilized. 


Liberal fertilization of the small grain crop with a highly phosphoric 
complete fertilizer pays well on the small grain and also helps in getting a 
stand of clover 
and grass—a matter of vital 
import ance in livestock 
farming. 


With proper attention to these details of fertilization ami proper cur­ 
ing of the hay crop, the bill for purchased feeds can be kept very low and 
at the same time the soi will be getting a little better every year 
instead 
of a little poorer.
